dable Undertaking, and to make fuch a Progrefs therein, as with a ftrid 
Regard to public Faith and private Property, may pave the Way to this 
great and defirable End.

In the prefent happy Situation of our Affairs, I have nothing more to 
recommend to you, than that you would make ufe of the Opportunity 
which your own good Condu& has put into your Hands,in confidering of 
fuch further Laws as may be wanting for the Eafe and Encouragement of 
Trade and Navigation,for the Employment of the Poor,and for the exciting 
and encouraging a Spirit of Induftry inthe Nation.

vaineft of all Delufions to imagine, that the Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
ties of this Kingdom, can ever be fecured, but by fupporting the prefent 
Eftablifhment, and maintaining the Succeflion in the Proteftant Line. 
Let us therefore heartily joinin every Thing that may tend to promote 
Our mutual Happinefs, and to extinguifh the. Hopes of thofe who long
